THE MOST GRUGIAL QUESTION 
FACING BLACK PEOPLE TODAY 
IS TO BE OR NOT TO BE 


ln Watts, in 1965, a man, Leonard Dead- 
wyler, was drivmg hls pregnant wife, w r ho was 
in labor, to the hospita!* He was naturally 
anxious to see her deliver their chüdwith as 
much ease and care as possible. Leon¬ 
ard Deadwyler drove with all speed to 
see Chat hls wife got to a hospita! where she 
could be cared for 4 Leonard Deadwyler was 
killed for having feit and acted upon the 
natural urgency of any huinan being to care 
for another, especially those close to him, 
He was shot down by Los Angeles fascist 
pigs because he disobeyed some trafflclaws* 
He was shot down by racist dogs because he 
was a Black man. TTie pig who shot him was 
said to have committed justifiable homicide. 

ïn the 1950's 15 year old Emmetc Till was 
going to the store in Mississippl to purchase 
something» He had come to Mississippi from 
Hlinois to visit hls family. And he was glad to 
be there with them. He was responding in a 
natural way to those feelings. Lossibly he 
walked to the store idly wistling. A White 
woman claimed thathe wisrled at her, Emmetc 
Till was killed becaused a White woman said 
that. Emmetc was lynched, bumed, shot, 
tied to chains and dropped into a river, 
Emmetc Till was murdered by mad, vicious 
raclsts because hs was Just another nigger. 
No one ever paid the price for Emmetc 
TilLs life, 

ln the 1930's nine young Black men in 
Alabama were accnsed of raping a White 
w r oman--the Scottsboro case. Eight of them 
were lynched before this woman admitted 
they had done nothing to her. Everyone 
agreed it was a terrible mistake* No one 
even went to trial for the deaths of those 
eight young brorhers. 

In 1968, a young brocher, a member of 
the Black Fanther Farty r , 17 year old Bobby 
Hutton, was on bis way to help prepare food 
for a bar-be-que for thepeople, He was riding 
in a car with Eldridge Cleaver, the car 
stopped and suddenly they were surrounded 
by fascist Oakland pigs, After a battle that 
lasted over an hour, Bobby and Eldridge 
came out of the house they had ran into for 
protection from this attack. They canK out 
hands in the air, without weapons. Bobby 
Hutton was blasted by plg shotguns over 17 
times and his hands stiU in the air when the 
first blast hit, lt didn’t take muchtimeto kül 
Lil 1 Bobby. But the dogs who committed 
this murder did it with vigor and commitment. 
Acoroner's jury declared the murder of Bobby 
Hutton justifiable homicide, 
ln 1968 a sniper's bullet killed non-violence 
in the form of Martin Lmher King, Martin 
Lucher King was killed because he was a 
Black man* Martin Luther King never even 
suggested that we use violent means against 
those who have been most violent in their 
oppression of Black people, Yet, he was 
vioiently, viciously murdered by a racist 
dog on orders from the insane government 
power structure of Babylon, A scapegoat was 
sentenced to Ufe imprisonment for that 


murder. Murder usuaUy carries the death 
penalty* 

ln December of 1969, Deputy Chairmanof the 
Illinois Chapter of the Black Panther Party, 
FredHampton, whiie asleep in his bed was 
vioiently murdered by gangsters who later 
claimed to be police officers # Fred Hamptords 
death was declared by those in power co have 
been a justifiable homicide. 

The history of Black people is a history of 
blood, death, slavery and dehumanization* A 
history of hangings, beatings, burnings, 
rapes and shootings. A history of oppression 
perpairated upon us by a racist structure of 
greedy men. We say that we know that. But 
how long can we repeat, r 'how long? M 
When will we overcome abstractly saying, 
M we shall overcome some day?” There is 
nothing left co us. There is no number of 
pigs’ Lives that will ever jusclfy the horrors 
of our experiences in Babylon. There is no 
number of lives of the racist oppressor 
that will remove the mark our history has 
made upon us, So it shouldn't be necessary 
to rhetorize on the oppressive, dehnman- 
izing horror that has been the history of 
Black people: Mülions of our people murdered 
in a nighemare that was real, while being 
transported, by unknown people to anunknownf 
place to iübor forever for free; thousands 
murdered during chatcle slavery; thousands 
more dying of starvation; indecent living 
conditions; murders by the enforcers of the 
law with or without a sanction of the law; 
deaths in jails and prison farms for the crime 
of being a nigger in a land that never really 
allowed for our existenee; or just dying be¬ 
cause there was nothing left to do or be. 

But that is history. The insult is that it is 
noc* It is today: Black cbüdren dying of mal 
nutrition, starvation and od easily cured 
diseases; Black women scrubbing floors in 
big plantation-likehouses for less than enough 
to exist on; brorhers being sent co do long 
terms in prisons for the crime of having 
never understood how to take what they 
needed; Black people being an irrelevent 
body of human beings to be laughed at, shot 
at by fools w f ho masquerade as our protec 
tors, and finally to be ignored when we simp 
ly say - stop, 

So we say that Black Panthers are what 
history demands, Black men and women in 
the streets with guns is what history demands 
and requires. Our history in Babylon die- 
tates chac we should come to no ocher point 
in this time and place (U is only aniazing 
Chat this point was not reached sooner), 
lt is necessary for our very survival to kil! 
po Heem en - those with whom we are in rnosi 
immediate contact and who actempt to deter- 
rnine our destinies on a day-to-day level; 
it is necessary that we kill mayors and gov- 
ernors and senators and judgea and cabinet 
members and vice-presidents and president?, 
and big businessmen--atl those who have 
really brought us to this point and who 
never knew in their madness and greod that

The Gerntans are now 
aiding the Jcms m Israël for the genocide of ihe Jewish people The Ger- 
mans murdered sis. mrthon Jews. Tbe American racist bas taken part in 
the slaughter of over fifly mülion black people: therefure, we feel that Ibis 
t£ n modesI demand that we make. 

4, Wc want decent hou sin g. fit for shelter af human beings. 

Wc believe Ihat iF Ihe white landlords will nol give decent hoüsing to 
our black community. tlien the housmg and lhe land should be made into 
cooperativos so thaE our community witb governmeni aid. can hui Ld and 
makt? decent housing for ets people 

5. We want cducatlon for our people Ihai exposés the truc nature of thJs 
decadent American society, We want eduration that tcacbes us oor Lrue 
hlstory and our roïe in the present-day society, 

We believe in an educ&tional System Ihat will give to our people a knowb 
edge of self. lf a man does nol have knowledge of himself and his po&iüoti 
in society and the world, Lhen he has litlle chance.to relate to anything 
«Ise. 

6. We want all black men to be exetnpl from military service. 

We believe ihat Black people, should not be forced to fight in Lhe mili¬ 
tary service to defond a racist govemment that does not protecl us We 
will not Hght and kill other people of color in the world who. like black 
people, are being victimiied by the white racist govemmeni of America. 
We wilt proleet ourselves from the force and violence of the racist police 
and lhe racist military, by wbalever means neceöary, 

7, Wc want an Immedlate end to PQLICE BRUTALITY and MURDER 
of black people. 

Wc believe wc cao end poüee brutality in our black community by or- 
ganizing black scif-defense groups that are dedicated to defending our 
black community trom racist police oppression and brulality The Second 
Amendment to the ConslituUoo of the United States givqs a nght to bear 
arms. We thefèfüre believe that all black people shotild arm themselves 
for self-defense. 

8, We want frecdom for all blaek men held in federal k state, cotinty 
and city pdsons and jaiLs, 

We believe that all olack p'eople should be released from the many 
jails and prisons beeause lh\v have not rcceivcd a fair and impartia! trial. 

S. We want all black people when brought to trial to be trled in court by 
a jury of their peer group or people fr&m thelr black commiinitles, as 
deflned by the ConstHution of the United States, 

We believe that the courts should follow the United States ConstHution 
so that black people will receive fair trials. The Mth Amendment of lhe 
U.S. ConstiluÜon gives a man a rigbt to be tried by hls peer group A peer 
is a persen from a similar economie, social. religious. geographicaU en- 
vironmentat. historical and rad al background. To do this the court will be 
forced to select a jury from the black community from which tbe black 
defendanl ca me We have been. and are being tried by all-while junes 
that have na underslanding of the ‘'average rcasoning rttan ! ' of the black 
community 

10. Wc want land, bread, houslng, educatiun, dothlng, Justlcc and peace. 
And as our major politica] objcctive, a United Nations-supervlsed plobis- 
cite to be heid througbout the black culony in which only black colonial 
subjeebt will be allowed tu partklpate, for the purposc uf dclermlnlng the 
will of black people as to their natlonat destlny. 

When. in lhe couree of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissülve the politica! bands which have connected them with 
o nol her. and to assunte. among the powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which. the laws of nature and naturg's God entiüe them, a 
decent respect lo the opinioTis'of mankind requires that they should declare 
the cauties which impcl them to the separalion. 

We hold these irulhs to be self-evidenl, that all men are created equal; 
Ihat they are enrtowert by thOLr Creator with certain unalienable righls; 
ihal among these are life, liberty, and the pursuil of happiness. Thai, tu 
secure these rlghls, gavernmrnts are LnstiUited ainung men, deriving thelr 
|Usl powers from the consent of the governed; that, wheneverany form of 
govemmenL becomes destrucLlve of these ends, it is the righi of the people 
to alter ur to abulish it, and to instllute a new government. laving lts 
foundation do surh prlndples, and organlzing lts powers in such form, as 
lo ihrni shall stem must ïikcly lo efTecl Ihelr safcly and bappiness. Pru- 
rtencc. indecd. will dictate thal governments long established should nol 
be chonged lor hghl and iransienl tauses, and. accordmgly. all experience 
hkth sbotvn. that mankind are more disposed to sulfer, while evils are 
üufferaJslc ihan to nght ihems&lves by abolishmg Lhe furms lo which they 
are accUKtomed Rut. when a long train of abuses and usurpaüons. pur» 
sLiing invariahly lhe sjine object, evinces a design to reduce them ander ab- 
Milulc deNpvtism. il is Ihelr rlgh(. It Is thelr duly, lo throw ofT such go\ern- 
ment. and tu prui lde new guuztls far thelr Future securlly 
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
